Yiotor Arnold was present 
but was not invited to fire off his pray- 
er and democratic utump speech at the 
Almighty. Old Fiok thanked the con- 
vention. Said Tilden should havo a 
good, old-fashioned democratic congress 
to support him, and hoped a democrat 
firm in the faith would bo nominated.

Birnoy, of Champaign , Coleman Bright 
of Douglas , W E Lodgo, of Piatt, 


Condit called for Tom Carson's report 


on order of business, which by this time 
Uad become a joko. Tho business be- 
ing about all transacted, Tom reported, 
was received, adopted, discharged, etc., 
oto. 


Tho committee on resolutions report- 


ed ono resolution which was an invita- 
tion to all who believed in honesty re- 
form and the people's money, to co op- 
erate with the democracy.

, Joe Mann, ol' Danville, then made a 
speech. It was a hot, fiery arraignment 
of the republican party, which organi- 
zation Joe didn't think was pure, incor- 
ruptible and honest like the democracy.

Stephen Fecks proposed throe cheers. 
Thoy wore given. 


For member of the board of equali- 


zation, Julian Bell, of Mattoon, and T. 
H. Barr, of Macon, wore nominated. 


By a vote of 24 to 19 Bell was cho- 


sen. 


( Thoy then adjourned and went over 


to Barrett hall to aee with what success 
the left wing of the democracy, (under 
the leadership of such old-timers as Aa- 
porn, Scott, Busoy, and othors of like 
ilk from tho other counties) were tan- 
ning tho wry-neck side show.

called tho roll at the Doane house in 
the morning and found a slim show 


for doing anything.

held a caucus, appointed » committee to

ceeded. 


Some man from Maoon oeunty finally 


got the floor, took a fresh chaw, shoved 
down his shirt and proceeded to tell the 
delegates that ho wished to nominate 
"General" Black, who was "the bulliest 
man in this decstriok, and who couldn't 
be beat, no how." 
For tho two hun- 


dred and first time Lotlirep monopolized 
time and seconded the nomination. 


Then came a motion to adjourn, 


which was discussed. It was lurther 
moved to adjourn until August 22, and 
the debate waxed hot. 
The Vermilion 


county delegates wanted to go home, 
and so did half the Champaign dolo- 
gates 
Mai. Jones thought tlia flout 


whioh Black gave in his letter to Chris 
tie two years ago would hurt. 
With a 


fair vote tho motion to adjourn would 
have carried, but by hard work on the 
part of the Democrats, who swarmed 
into tho hall from the oth<- convention, 
and by miscounting tho votes of cer- 
tain delegations, the motion was declar- 
ed lost. 


Tho roll of counties was then called, 


and the majority were for Black, but 
didn't seem to bo very enthusiastic 
about it.' 


A committee was sent out to bring 


in the nominee, and they brought him 
In his apeoch Black dwelt upon the 
burthens of taxation created by the war 
for the union, and seemed to argue that 
the debt incurred in subduing the re- 
bellion of the southern democracy was 
good cause for placing that party in 
power. Spoke of heavy local indebt- 
edness and tried to reflect it upon the 
republican party. > He dwelt eloquently 
upon tho pyramids of Cheops, the 
Appian way, and other dead issues, but 
never a word did he say to cheer the 
devotees of the Indianapolis platform.

Another delegate, 
drunk to stupefaction, slumbered on u 
front seat. 


At the conclusion of Black's re- 


marks, tbo crowd got ap in confusion 
tnd went out. 


Last night a meeting' was hold on a

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The senate 


judiciary committee reported the fol- 
lowing substitute for the house joint 
resolution proposing a constitutional 
amendment on the school question 


ABHOLB no. 16. 


SEC. 1. No state shall make* any law 


respecting an establishment of religion 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, 
and no religious test shall be required 
as a qualification to any office or public 
trust under any state. No publio prop- 
erty and no publio revenue of, nor any 
loan of credit, by or under authority ol 
(he United States, or any state, territo- 
ry, district-, or municipal corporation, 
shall be appropriated to, or made, or 
used for the support of any schools, ed- 
ucational or other institution under the 
control 
of 
any religions 
sect, or 


ganization or denomination, or wherein 
the particular creed or tenets of any 
religious or anti-religious sect, organi- 
zation or denomination, shall be taught, 
and no such particular creed or tenets 
shall be read or taught in auy school or 
institution supported in whole or in 
part by such revenue or loan of credit, 
and no such expropriation or loan oi 
credit shall be made to any religious or 
'anti-religious sect, organization or de 
nomination, or to promote its interests 
or tenets 
This article shall not be 


construed Co prohibit tho reading of 
bible in any school or institution, and 
it shall not have the effect to impair 
rights of property already vested 


SEC. 
2. Congress shall h.ive the 


power, by appropriate legislation, to 
provide for the prevention and punish- 
ment of violations of this article. 
-
